Five 
dollars in pennies also was found in 
the house. The bills were badly tat- 
tered at the ends as a result of the 
dynamite explosion.

Is Great Actor 


Salzburg, old Austrian Salzburg, was 


wide awake during August. It hardly j 
was able to fake care of all those vis- 
itors from foreign countries who ar- 
rived to attend the festivals in honor 
of Mozart. 


A dark man with benignant 
eyes 


was often seen strolling through the 
festival grounds. "The man with the 
ungol's voice," the visitors called him. 
Tho work! knew -him as Alexander 
Moissi, Austria's foremost actor. 


Alx>ut 20 years ago Alexander, 
a 


poor Italian boy, emigrated to Aus- 
tria, making his way by singing at 
street corners. 
A theater 
director 


picked him up for the 
sake of 
his 


beautiful voice, trained him, put him 
on the stage in 
small 
parts, 
and 


through his 
golden voice the 
poor 


Italian immigrant boy became ''the 
great Mpissi." 


The critics in A'ienna had laughed 


at him first. After two years they 
began to consider him. 
After three 


years they praised Alexander Moissi. 
After four years they didn't dare to 
attack him any more. 


Moissi always considered himself an 


Austrian, although he probably spent 
more time on the stage in (Tormany 
hnn in Austria. 
Berlin went wild 


about the good looking foreigner. For 
with his voice he combined another 
rare quality, passion. 


Acting as fervently as though he 


were to die at the end of the 
eve- 


ning was the second secret of Moissi's 
great success. 
With this passion a? 


well with his voice he became a favor- 
ite with the women in his audiences: 
he was claimed to b» the most adored 
actor in Kurope. 


Like Sarah 
Bernhardt, his 
voice 


seemed to throw a magic spell over 
the audience. Kven serious critics fell 
under his charm and were apt to over- 
look the fact that his acting often was 
faulty and not profound—before the 
war. 


A great change camo over Alexan- 


der Moissi during the war years. He 
enlisted in the Austrian army and was 
caught by his former Italian brothers. 
The Italians placed tho actor 
in a 


Swiss camp where he enjoyed full lib- 
erty. During his stay in Switzerland 
he learned from 40 to 50 parts in 
German. 


His return to the stage of Vienna

LAWYERS FOUGHT MOST 


Later that year,

attorney 


named Smith and a school

wounding each other with pistols at 
11 paces. The crowd cherred lustily.

so enormous a treasury loss is the 
inevitable outcome. This loss, more- 
over, attends operation of less than 
a third of the government owned 
fleet. It is not therefore, a question 
of adding new treasury burdens to 
maintain oiir shipping. We are pay- 
ing these burdens now. It is not a 
question of contracting an outlay 
to support our merchant shipping 
because we are paying already. I 
am not asking your authorization of 
a new and added draft on the public 
treasury: ! am appealing for a pro- 
gram to diminish the burden we are 
already bearing. 


When your executive, govern- 


ment knows of public expenditures 
aggregating fifty millions annual- 
ly, which it l>elieves could be re- 
duced by half through a ehange 
of policy, your government would 
be unworthy of public trust if 
such a change were not commend- 
ed made, if it were not insistently 
urged. 


And the pity of it is that our 


present expenditure in losses is 
not constructive, 
it looks to no 


future attainment. 
It is utterly 


ineffective in the esablishment of 
a dependable merchant marine, 
whereas 
the 
encouragement of 


private ownership and the appli- 
cation 
of 
individual 
initiative 


would make for a permanent crea- 
tion, ready and answerable at all 
times to the needs of the nation. 
But I have not properly portrayed 
all the current losses to the public 
this year. 
\Ve are wearing out 


our ships without any provision 
for replacement. We are heaving 
these losses through deterioration 
now, and are 
charging nothing 


against our capital account. 
But 


the losses are there and regrettably 
larger under government oper- 
ation than under private control. 
Only a few years of continued loss- 
es on capital account will make 
these losses through depreciation 
alone exceed the fifty millions a 
yrar now drawn to cover losses in 
operation. 


CREATION OK WAR 


Thc gloomy picture of losses does 


not end even there. 
Notwithstand- 


ing the known war cost, in three bil- 
lions of-dollars for the present ton- 
nago 1 will not venture to appraise its 
cash value today. It may as well be | 
confessed now as at some la.ter time | 
that in the mud rush to build, in es- j 
tablishing shipyards wherever men

a ted U-stowal. 
It provides that ship 


ping linet* reoeiviiig government ai 
must have their 
actual 
investmen 


and their operating expenses audited 
by the government that goveratnen 
aid will be |Nud until the shipping en 
ternrise earns 10 p«r cent on aetua 
capital employed and immediately that 
when more than 10 per cent earning 
is readied, half of the excess earnings 
must be applied to the repayment oi 
the government aid which lias beet 
previously advanced.
